Regularly scheduled classes at 
Phillips « Academy will be 
suspended next week, beginning 
Monday, to allow students to take 
part in an experimental program 
called February Week. 


Instead of formal studies, more 
than 850 students will engage in 
individual projects, both on and 
off campus, as well as attend 
accelerated courses in special 
subjects.

Told To Parents 


The high school has brought 
the problems of increased 
absenteeism, tardiness and class- 
cutting, some indiscreet boy-girl 
behavior in the school, and stu- 
dent drinking problems home to 
parents. 


The high school administration 
outlined the problem to all parents 
in a letter last week, and asked 
them to share responsibility in 
solving them. 


The parental response that the 
school has received has been a 
very favorable ‘‘thank you’’ for 
the informational letter sent out 
last week. 


High Schoo! Principal Philip 
Wormwood said that the high 
school’s problems, except for stu- 
dent smoking, involve only a small 
minority of students. ‘‘But even 
if it?s a small minority, it’s a 
problem when a student’s behavior 
at a dance shows he’s been drink- 
ing heavily, or when a boy and 
girl’s exhibition of public physical 
familiarities show no_ sense 
of what’s appropriate.’’ 


Superintendent Dr, Kenneth R., 
Seifert said he had received so 
many calls praising and support- 
ing the letter that he is making it 
available to the TOWNSMAN for 
publication: 


Dear Parent or Guardian: 

Andover High School is having 
some problems that we feel 
parents/guardians should be 
familiar with and share in the 
responsibility of trying to solve. 
I will list the areas of concern 
and ask the parents/guardians to 
work with us so that Andover High 
School will continue to enjoy its 
good reputation. 

Problem Areas 

1. Excessive absenteeism. 

2. Excessive tardiness. (The 
school day is from 7:52 a.m. to 
2:15 p.m.) 

3. ‘‘Cutting’’ class. 

4, Drinking before attending 
school functions inthe evening, and 
in some cases at these functions. 

5. Indiscreet boy-girl behavior 
in school. 

In regard to absenteeism and 
tardiness, a monthly form letter 
is sent to the parents/guardians 
of students who have poor 
attendance records, You, the

Phillips Continues 


Same Tuition Rates 


The Trustees of Phillips Acad- 
emy expressed confidence in the 
business management of the school 
Wednesday by voting to keep the 
tuition at its present level through 
the academic year of 1971-72, 
Tuition is $2,700 for boarders 
and $1,900 for day students, 


The Trustees reviewed the 
financial picture at a regular meet- 
ing over last weekend and found 
the financial resources to be sound, 
despite a budgeted operating deficit 
of about $800,000 for the 1970-71 
year on a total] expense projection 
of $5,500,000, 


It was decided that, since tuition 
was increased. by $300 in 1970-71 
and that the present rate was ale 
ready published in the current 
catalogue, a second successive 
rise could be avoided, 

Even with the same income, the 
academy expects to be able to 
ayant s some & thogerate increases in 


salary and wages of the faculty and 
staff, 

This will be accomplished, the 
Trustees said, by the elimination 
of some nonessential expenditures 
and expenses, but without involving, 
any reduction in programs offered 
by the academy ‘‘or in its high 
standards of quality.** 

For the year 1972-73, the school 
Administration and Trustees plan 
to return to a balance of income 
and expense, even if it means an 
i increase in tuition, 

During a period of concentration 
on good cost management, the 
Administration will assess the ad- 
missions picture at Phillips and 
other independent schools, to get 
a better picture of the current 
flow and quality and financial needs 
of student applicants and continue 
to study the subject of possible 
coeducation in the future, The 
latter study is being done in co- 
-OperaHon: with Abbot Academy. 


They Go To Schaol ye Ae Early Age 


The school department’s pre- 
kindergarten orientation program 
is now in it’s third week, running 
under the direction of Mrs, Grace 
Jamison, her staff of 30 trained 
volunteers and various profession- 
als from the school staff. Over 
300 children are enrolled. 


Each pre-kindergartener at- 
tends one session per week for the 
ten-week program, held in the 
education wing of the Christ 
Church Parish House, The school

partment, the reading, guidance 
and phys ed department are like- 
wise taking theix turn at working 
with each session, The triple 
purposes are to add to the en= 
joyment of the session itself, build 
anticipation for ‘‘real school’ 
next fall, and to diagnose early 
any difficulties they may pick up 
in speech, coordination, visual 
perception or because of general 
immaturity, which could become 
learning problems. 

When difficulties are diagnosed, 
the school staff shares them with 
parents, along with advice on how 
to best help the child be ready 
for an easy successful start in 
the formal schooling that begins 
with kindergarten, 

Early detection of potential 
learning difficulties also helps the 
school department to be ready with 
the framework for early correction 
from the child’s first day in 
kindergarten, instead of finding 
out about the difficulties later, 
through the child’s repeated exe 
perience of the frustration of faile 
ure,

2. Alcoholic beverage - any beer, ale or other malt beverage bottled in the 
continental United States containing one-half of one per centum or more of 
alcohol by volume. 


b. Town shall mean the corporate limits of the Town of Andover. 


c. Town Manager shall mean the Town Manager of the Town of Andover, or his 
designee. 


d. Container shall mean any device made of glass or metal material used for the 
purpose of holding or containing either soft drinks or beer. 


e. Non-returnable or disposable beverage container shall mean any device made 
of glass or metal material used for the purpose of holding or containing either 
soft drinks or beer and the title to which the seller intends to pass with the sale 
of the contents. 


f. Sale shall mean a commercial transaction by any person, firm, individual, 
corporation, partnership or vendor whereby beverages are exchanged for a 
monetary consideration. 


Section 3. Enforcement 

Upon receipt by the Town Manager of a complaint alleging violation of the provi- 
sions of this by-law, the Town Manager shall investigate such complaint and if a 
violation of this by-law is found, he shall institute on behalf of the Town appropriate 
legal action for the enforcement of this by-law. 


Section 4. Violations 

Any firm, individual, corporation, partnership or vendor selling beverages within 
the Town, found guilty of violating any provision of this by-law, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine, not exceeding one hundred dollars 
($100.00). Each day’s violation of the provisions of this by-law shall constitute a 


separate offense. 


Section 5. Severability . 

The provisions of this by-law are hereby declared to be severable and if any 
provision, sentence, clause, section or part thereof is held illegal, invalid, un- 
constitutional or inapplicable to any person or circumstance, such illegality,. in- 
validity, unconstitutionality or inapplicability shall not affect or impair any of the 
remaining provisions, sentences, clauses, sections or parts of this by-law or their 
application to persons and circumstances. 


Section 6. Effective Date 
This by-law shall take effect at the expiration of sixty (60) calendar days following 
its passage.

Editorial Comment, 


The Letter 


Disclosure of conditions at Andover High school in a 
letter sent to all parents is a bit shocking, but handled in 
what we think is a proper manner. ; 

The letter pointed to excessive absenteeism, excessive 
tardiness, cutting classes, drinking before and at school 
evening functions and indiscreet boy-girl behavior. 

The information was sent to all parents and signed by 
Assistant Principal Charles Q. Adams. 

The letter is a bit shocking since it indicates some failure 


of parental responsibility. 


Too often these days the schools are asked to take on the 
burdens which rightfully belong in the home. 

The first three items in the letter are serious ones since 
absenteeism, tardiness and cutting classes most certainly 
will have a bearing on the child’s future regardless of what 
he chooses. Schools, employers, service personnel will not 
look kindly upon poor attendance records. 

The drinking matter is cause for real concern. 

Tt has been reported that youngsters show up at athletic 
contests with alcoholic beverages, as well as at dances and 


other functions. 


As is the case with the drug problem, the question is the 


source of the liquor. 


How many parents know their children are drinking, we 


wonder. 


The problem is apparently getting worse here in Andover. 
Of course the two martinis before dinner by parents along 
with the well-stocked liquor cabinet doesn’t lend to very 


good guidance. 


The indiscreet boy-girl behavior is also alarming. 

Apparently things are taking place more openly rather 
than reserved for privacy, as has been the custom. 

We are glad that these things have been brought out into 


the open. 


We are hopeful that having aired the problems, proper 
attention will be taken to remedy the situation, in the 


school, and more importantly, 


in the home. 


Good Move 


The school department has completed what appears to be 


a good move. 


Additional space was needed immediately at the Doherty 


school. 


The administrators moved their quarters to the Stowe 
school and have allowed for expansion at Doherty. 

The superintendent, assistant and supervisor of general 
services now operate out of Stowe and the bulging enroll- 
ment at Doherty has been provided with relief. 

The move was accomplished at a minimum of expense. 

Normally moves of this type are completed at consider- 
able cost, with the possibility of creating new buildings. 

The move also provides time for the school and town 
authorities to study their future office needs. 

As has been mentioned previously, the East junior high 
school is being considered as a town-school administration 
building. It is possible the school will be phased out within 


five years. 


This stop gap measure will provide the means for proper 


evaluation on all avenues. 


The time captured here will hopefully be a saving one, 
since the final decision could ultimately be less expensive. 


Voting Extension Sought 


‘It is utterly hypocritical that 
while we speak of increased voter 
participation and the critical role 
of the citizenry in state govern- 
ment, we continue to deny absentee 
voters the right to cast their ballots 
in primary elections,’’ Rep. 
William G, Arvanitis testified at 
yesterday’s hearing of the commit- 
tee on Election Laws. The first 
term Representative spoke in favor 
of his bill which proposes that the 
laws applicable to absentee voting 
in general elections be extended to 
primaries. 

In citing a report by the Legis- 
lative Research Council, Rep. Ar- 
vanitis said, ‘‘Massachusetts, 
which permits absentee voting in 
general elections only, appears 
less liberal than the’43 states in 
the country which also authorize 


such voting in primary elections.” 
He further emphasized that ‘‘a 
person should not be denied the 
right to vote simply because he 
has a physical handicap, or is 
overseas fighting for our country 
and therefore cannot be present at 
the polls on election day.”’ 

The bill to allow absentee voting 
in primary elections follows guide- 
lines established by the Federal 
Voting Assistance Act, which 
recommends that the states extend 
absentee ballot privileges to pri- 
mary elections. Inurging adoption 
of his bill, Rep, Arvanitis com- 
mented, ‘*This proposal will meet 
the Federal government’s criteria 
and will eliminate Massachusetts 
from the small minority of states 
which do’ not yet provide absentee 
ballots during primary elections,”

the TOWNSMAN;: 

After reading the various 
articles in the newspaper con- 
cerning the coming yearly budget 
of Andover, I feel compelled to 
write and hope that perhaps others 
might also share their feelings. 
It has been noted that the teach- 
ers are due another raise which 
seems to be a yearly automatic 
reality. Maybe there are many 
citizens of Andover who do not 
realize that many of their neigh- 
bors, indeed perhaps ones of their 
own household, who have in the 
past year been laid off from many 
well-paying jobs, and who like 
thousands of others, are finding it 
difficult to make any sort of living 
at the present. Also there are 
many whose wages are at a frozen 
state, and have been for quite some 
time with no hope of a raise under 
present economic conditions. 

Since our teachers should be 
considered among the most intelli- 
gent of our citizens, they can see 
that a raise at this time for them, 
may mean the feeling of bankruptcy 
for many others, who see no end 
to higher raxes in this town, and 
struggle with the terrible decision 
of moving elsewhere. We know 
we have good teachers, and parents 
are thankful for them, but there 
is a limit to everything, and now it 
is the time to cut back, not raise 
taxes.

Political Power has its charms 
and school committees are recep- 
tive; or so the record implies 


respecting Andover’s school com- 
mittee’s seeking more political 
advantage. 

As it is elsewhere, Andover’s 
town meeting must abide the school 
committee’s demands for money 
however large. 


This is an ar- 


rangement that remains from a day 

when education was not, to all, 

acceptable on its merits. Hence 
it was thought honorable, in this 
instance, to sacrifice an aspect 
of Democracy as well asof wisdom 
in deference to an aspiration; that 
the virtues of education would 
justify an otherwise unreliable 
means. 

But alas and predicably, the 
thought has proven to be forlorn. 

After years of trial it would 
seem that school committees, in 
the name of democracy, would 
be preparing to relinquish their 
extreme financial power it being 
both unwise to persist in a method 
incompatible with prevailing civic 
concepts and, by now, sufficient 
test has been given to the method 
to reveal that. even so exalted a 
thing as public education cannot 
surmount the blemish of a crass 
method. And what is the record 
of Andover’s school committee in 
this instance? 

The committee seeks to further 
strengthen its privilege by remov- 
ing the finance Committee’s 
balancing power at special town 
meetings. 

Whatever else this may reveal, 
it at least indicates that the school 
committee’s exceptional political 
power fuels and fires a belief 
that more privilege is their just 
due. 

However, at the coming town 
meeting it is hoped that cooler 
heads shall prevail and that the 
school committee will be induced 
to arise to the oocasion by an- 
nouncing that it shall support all 
bills before the General Court for 
the removal of this extreme power 
of school committees. 

Should it take that position, then 
town meeting ought to be en- 
couraged to goon recordto remove 
the Finance Committee’s special 
town meeting powers when and if 
the bills become law. A resolu- 
tion from the floor could be the 
means for the acceptance of this 
intent.

The executive board of the 
Massachusetts Secondary School 
Principals’ Association has taken 
cognizance of the Roger A. Mail- 
loux vs. the Schoo: Committee of 
the City of Lawrence case, and 
deplored the U. S. District Court’s 
decision reversing Mailloux’s dis- 
missal and returning him to the 
classroom. 

The board issued a statement 
warning of a weakening of dignity, 
decorum and educational reasoning 
in school classrooms as_ the 
potential result of the recent court 
decision favoring the Lawrence 
High School teacher who wrote a 
four-letter word on a blackboard 
in view of his students, and asked 
a student or students for its mean- 
ing. 
In the view of the MSSPA board, 
the teacher was making use of a 
captive audience, to bring up a 
word ‘‘generally considered by 
intelligent and decent thinking 
citizens as most unsuitable for 
school classroom at any grade 
or level,’? and thus was liable 
to dismissal for conduct unbecom- 
ing a teacher. 

‘It would appear,’’ the state- 
ment continues, ‘‘that the limited 
time our children spend in school 
should be used for the discussion 
of more important problems and 
issues than the definition of 
‘‘taboo” words and terms. The 
taxpayers of our towns and cities 
faced with the tremendous ex- 
penses for our public schools, and 
our public officers not knowing 
how the money can be provided, 
have a right to feel strongly that 
students’ time and teachers’ plan- 
ning may well be spent in much 
more productive ways.”’
